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R Indian War ſtill greatly diſtreſſes our Frontier Sduntieg, 
O Frcat Numbers are driven from their Habjtations, and Want and 
Poverty force many to live on their Plantations, tho” they never go to 
Bed without Danger of being cut off by the Savages before the 
Morning. This was the Fate of ſome Families lately, who were our 
Neighbours and intimate Friends fome* Years ago, while they lived 
in the interior Counties. They murdered a Woman with Child, cut 
the Infant out t her Womb, and made her and it molt horrid Speftales 
of their Cruelty. They alſo, not many Weeks ago, ſtole down thro' 
the Inhabitants'ind maſlacred a” Schoolmaſter and his Scholars in a 
moſt barbarous Manner. Theſe Murders are generally committed by 
Indians who lived either near or among the Europeans in the Time of 
Peace; they know the State of the Frontiers, and how to diſtreſs them, 
and Real off without Diſcovery. Theſe Indians are the Remains of 3 
Part of the Indian Nation from whom we bought our Lands. They 
are a free independent People; they are no Subjects of England, as. 
ſome believe, nor did they ever give up their National Independent); 
chey have been in Alliance with Lapland; but ſtill have all the Powers 
of a free Nation, and make War and Peace with us, as with others, 
as they pleaſe. The Quakers are chiefly in our three interior Counties, 
28 270 wete the firſt Settlers; and the five Frontier Counties are 
ſettled in general with People 6f other Denominations, chiefly Luthe- 
rans, and Dutch and Engliſh Presbyterians, with a Mixture of Baptiſts - 
and the Church of England. In all our Troubles the Quakers, at 
leaſt a Quaker. Faction, have ſecretly ſupported the Indians, held 
'I'reaties and Correſpondence with them in our Wars, and beſtowed 
on them Arms and Ammunition, and Tomahawks, even when they 
were murdering our Frontier Inhabitants. ” When a Peace was con- 
cluded, if we may uſe an Indian Idiom, they wiped away the Blood 
ſaed by the Indians without obliging them to return our Captives. 
We put 500 l. into the Hands of our Governor, Who entruſted ig t. 
our Provincial Commiſſioners, to redeem our Captives ſo ſhamefully 
deſerted ; but we did not receive above a Score, if ſo many, notwith- 
| ſanding our utmoſt Endeavours. The very Indians who. lifed 
among us, and had done us great Miſchiefs, during the War, fit in 
the Council with the Nations to whom they belonged, and concluded 
ts Peace: And even in Time of Peace, before this ' War broke 
gut, they told the Inhabitants * whom they lived, that they had 
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ed and carried them into Captivity, do it agai 
into Captivity,” and would do it again. The 


| War broke out, and in'a few Days above 750 Families| weredriven 
| from their peaceable Habitations, were forced to adandon their Cattle,

Theſe 

Frontier Inhabitants complain that they are not fairly repreſented, 

| or elſe they had not been ſuch Sufferers; and as the Charter allows 

; every County at leaft four to repreſent them, they defire this Charter 

Privilege; and this occaſions, as far as I can judge, all our Quakers 

Uncharitableneſs. No Men were ever fonder of Power. The Frontier 

| Inhabitants'expoſed to daily Incurfions of the Indians, formed a 

Party of Volunteers to go and deſtroy ſome Indian Town, near our 
Borders, on Suſquehanna ; accordingly 116 Men marched almoſt to 

R | their Towns, and were informed that 530 of thoſe Indians, againſt 


1 whom they had ſet out, were on their March againſt the Frontiers. 
Ik bey returned and overtook the Indians, and routed them at the 
F Munſey Hill on Suſquehanna. They then propoſed to follow their 
= Blow, and applied to Colonel Armſtrong, who commanded the 

| Provincial Forces. Two Hundred Volunteers went out with him, and 


F 150 Provincials; but the Indians among us gave Notice to our 
„ Enemies, and they eſcaped; but our People deſtroyed about 300 
| Acres of Corn, and burnt their Dwellings, and returned enraged to 
find that an Indian Town of about twenty or thirty Perſons had now 
| informed their Friends, againſt whom our Men had marched, Joy 
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who were perfidiouſly playing the ſame Pranks as they did laſt War: 
they marched to their 3 off ſome of them, others fled 
to à Borough named Lancaſter, and there they came and cut them off. 
This the Quakers have painted as a Maſſacre and a moſt horrid Murder, 
tho”.it was no more but what our People ſuffered on all Occaſions. After 
their Corn was deſtroyed, and that troubleſome Neſt were obliged to 
remove, a Party of Indians among the Inhabitants that carried the Ene= 
mies Arms and Ammunition, and had conducted them into the Settle-. 
ment, and aſſiſted in murdering the Inhabitants, applied to the Quakers, 
and they found Means to bring them down to Philadelphia, and have 
maintained them at the Expence of the Province, Afterwards ſome 
of the very Indians that were beat at the Munſey Hill, and that had 
their Corn deſtroyed, ſued for the ſame Privileges, - and were brought 
to Philadelphia, and maintained by the Province. Thiy inflamed the 
| Reſentment of a Number of the Inhabitants. on the Frontiers, and 
about 500 came down well armed, without forming themſelves into 
Companies, determined to cut off theſe Enemies. The Indians were 
then under the Governor's Protection, and at the Requeſt of the 
Quaker Faction were guarded by a Company of the logs Forces. 
Theſe Inſurgents declared they were Loyal Subjects, and had fought the 


King's Battles ſince Braddock's Defeat; and would not do what looked 


like Rebellion, tho they thought it exceeding. hard that they ſhould 
be obliged to pay Taxes to maintain their Enemies. They complained 
of Grievances and Sufferings that would have drawn Tears from Stones; 
the Mayor of our City, two leading Members of he Aſſembly, and 
the King's Attorney-General, and about ten Miniſters and Gen emen, 
were at the Conference, and they were ſolemnly pro 10 Redreſs of 
Grievances, if they appointed two of their Number to lay them before the 
Governor and Aſſembly, and returned in Peace to their Dwellings: This 
they did; and marched Abroad and Home with Decency above 100 
Miles, paying every One for what they had on their Journey. But they 
are ſtill without Redreſs of their Grievances. This has inflamed the 
Quaker Faction, who are fooliſhly attached to the Indians, and is 
made a Plea for with-holding their Charity. We have been able to do 
Nothing to ſpread the Goſpel either among the Indians or the 
Europeans ſince the War broke out: We have aſſiſted and are deter- 
mined to aſſiſt the diſtreſſed Inhabitants; and we rejoice that thro?

the poor People; and you have acknowleged in one of 
your tormer Fublications, that ſome ( worthy Individuals 
(among the Quakers) in the City, contributed on the 
Occaſion.“ It is txue, the Quakers as a Society, did not 
At this Time raiſe any Money in the City. Their Reaſonz 
were, That the Application for Relief was firſt made to 
other Societies---to whom it came naturally firſt, as their 
People were the Objects in Diſtreſs, However, the Qua- 
kers in the City, had a Meeting on the Occaſion, and 
upon Enquiry, found that the Sutns of Money which had: 
been already collected were fo liberal, that they were 
more than ſufficient to anſwer the preſent Purpoſe.-- And 
ſoit afterwards proved; for a Part of the Money fent up 
to Cumberland and other Places, remained in the Hands 
of the Perſoas to whoin ſent, undiſtributed for many Months 
after.

more of Pride than Prudence. But any Reaſon ſuited 
your Purpoſe better than the true One, as you were 
determined to defame a whole Society of People, the 
Objects of your Envy and inveterate Malice, which 
was out of your Power to do, while you adhered to 
Truth. You therefore after racking your Invention ta 
find out a Falfehovd to ſerve your Purpoſe, aflert, 
« We know of no other Reaſon for this Conduct but an

Are they not in every Reſpect as much 
entitled to it as any others ?--Have.they not Life, Liberty 
and Property to be repreſented and protected as well as 
others? And have they not given as full Proof of à 
faithful and loyal Attachment to their Sovereign and his 
Government as thoſe of any other Society, and much 
more than thoſe of your owri who have been under 
your particular Influence? It is true, you have taken 
great Pains to repreſent the People of that Society as 
principled againſt granting Aids to the Crown, and 
againſt paying the Taxes for the Defence of the Province. 
You have made Uſe of a Petition preſented to the 
Aſſembly, ſet on foot by a, miſchievous wrongheaded 
Man among them, who, with all his Art and Influence, 
could obtain but 29 Perſons beſides himſelf to ſign: it; 
and you have baſely impoſed it on the World as an Act ot 


the whole Society, tho” you well knew. that the Aſſem- 
bly, even when compoſed of a great Majority of Quakers; 
have granted ſeveral Hundred Wee o cke J 
Crown, for thoſe very Purpoſes. You have alſo taken 
Advantage of the Conduct of the ſame obſtinate Perſon, 
in refuſing to pay his Taxes ;, tho you knew there were 
not one in a Thouſand of that Society, but paid them 
with as much Cheàrfulneſs as any of the King's Subjects.

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Gzrar as. your Enmity is to Quakers, you cannot, 


Rev. Sirs, charge that Sect with having ever attempted 
to behead or depoſe their Sovereign, or with treaſonable 
Conſpiracies, Murders, Riots, or illegal Oppoſition to 
Government. On the contrary, it is well known to the 


World, that this Province was firſt ſettled by Quakers ; 


it's Government carried on, and it's Peace and Welfare 
promoted, by Meaſures founded on Wiſdom and Prudence; 


the beſt Legiſlative Regulations were made, and Juſtice 
Adminiſtred with the ſtricteſt Rectitude at Home, while 
Peace and Amity were carefully cultivated with the 
Natives abroad; and thoſe very Indians, whoſe Intereſt 


It was to deſtroy the White People, were, by their con- 
ſummate Policy, made inſtrumental in promoting the 
Settlement and Welfare of the Colony. And the ſame
